ing  the  said  princi|ial  s\mi  of  twenty  tliousaml  dollars 
($20,000)  ami  interest  thereon  as  hereinafter  men- 
tioned, it  will  rc(iuirc  an  ccpial  annual  special  rate  of 
two  and  one-half  (2J)  mills  in  the  dollai'  in  achlition  to 
all  other  rates  to  bo  levied  each  ycsir  for  jiaying  the 
debt  and  interest. 

Be  it  therefore  enacted  by  the  Reeve  and  Council  of 
the  Corporation  of  the  District  of  North  Vancouver 
that; — 

1.  It  shall  be  lawful  for  the  Reeve  of  the  said  Cor- 
poration and  the  Clerk  of  the  Municipal  Council  of  the 
said  Corporation  for  the  purposes  aforesaid,  to  borrow
